Un receiving this aesurance, the Anstrian Min-
ister deolured that the 1mperinl Government en
tertained no ides of procesd ng offensively
agninst Italy, ana he ml&m toat the army in
Venetia shoula be placed on & peace footing, i1
the Weslern powers would guarantee Austria
against an attack from ltaly, As no such ruaran-
tee ean be given, Austria will continue to arm,
as her rulers firmly beheve that the ftalinns are
bent on mischiet,
